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HISTORY OF THE UNIVERSITY OF TAMPA 


The University of Tampa was first conceived by a 
group of forward-looking business men of Tampa who 
realized that a town of over 100,000 was capable of 
supporting a full four year institution of higher 
learning. A charter for the University of Tampa was 
granted in 1930. An executive board selected from the 
incorporators studied the question of a University 
carefully and concluded that slow thoughtful develop¬ 
ment of a school would be of more lasting value than 
a rapid instituting of a full college course. A 
junior college was decided upon and in October, 1931, 
registration was open to the Tampa Junior College. 

The school was housed in the Hillsborough High School. 
In 1933, the growing young university was fortunate 
to obtain its present plant, the famous Tampa Bay 
Building erected in 1889 by Henry B. Plant at a cost 
of $3,500 ? 000. The building was designed by James 
Wood and is said to be one of the finest examples of 
Moorish architecture in the United States. The fan¬ 
tastic minarets, vaulted domes and rococo fretwork 
created the atmosphere of a medieval palace, and for 
years tempted the wealthy tourists the year round. 

In the summer of 1935, this beautiful estate was 
offered to the University, thus giving the University 
a permanent home. 

The main building on the campus, which is in re¬ 
ality three buildings unified by a 1,000-foot cor¬ 
ridor, contains 670 rooms which were originally 
planned to accommodate a wealthy tourist trade, and 
offers beautiful dormitory space. Its interior wood¬ 
work is solid mahogany offset with decorative pillars 
of Italian marble. The walls are of fireproof brick, 
concrete and steel. An excellent library, modern 
laboratories, and general equipment for all depart¬ 
ments make a fine setting for educational pursuits. 

The Plant Park, a tropical garden, makes a color¬ 
ful setting for the University the year round. Rare 
plants and flowers bloom continually winter and sum¬ 
mer. Across the campus is the Plant Athletic Field 
where the students can take advantage of outdoor sports 
the year round. 





In its new home, the University progressed rapidly 
and by 1935 boasted a complete four year college course 
offering bachelor degrees in liberal arts, education, 
and business administration. A course leading to a 
bachelor of science degree was added shortly after. 

When the University opened this fall, the new President, 
Dr. James Elliott Mooney, recognizing the new trend in 
business and industry was influential in the addition 
of a course in aeronautics leading to a bachelor’s de¬ 
gree in that field. Incidentally, Tampa is now one of 
the few schools in the country offering courses lead¬ 
ing to a degree in this field. 

Though emphasis is placed on a practical education, 
special attention is given to a lasting cultural back¬ 
ground. Splendid lecture and artists series are offered 
to the student body by the University and also by the 
Civic Music Association. The University boasts a sixty- 
six piece symphony orchestra, which has been described 
as one of the best balanced orchestras in the Univer¬ 
sities of the South, and a symphonic band of splendid 
reputation. A music festival for all the high schools 
of Florida is sponsored by the University and has a 
cultural influence on the whole state. Individual 
recitals, operettas, weekly band concerts, major and 
minor dramas, art exhibits—all add to the enjoyment 
as well as the mental and spiritual development of 
youth at the University. 

This fall finds the University entering its tenth 
year—a year which should prove its greatest—a fit¬ 
ting climax to a decade of progress. Dr. Mooney, in 
taking over the reins of the University this fall, 
comes to Tampa with a wealth of experience, having 
served as an educator, author, and editor, and for 
eleven years was a member of the educational and ed¬ 
itorial departments of Charles Scribners Sons. The 
author of several books, Dr. Mooney was formerly 
the head of an eastern college in the suburbs of 
Philadelphia where he resigned to accept his present 
post.

ACTIVITIES 

The University of Tampa band, comprising fifty-six 
musicians under the leadership of Mr* Lyman Wiltse, 
conductor, has made a favorable name for itself in 
the state of Florida by its participation in many 
varied activities. It has been judged by many as one 
of the most outstanding college bands in the South¬ 
east. 

This organization takes a part at all home foot¬ 
ball games played by the University of Tampa and at 
most out of town games played against state opponents. 

Shortly after the end of the football season the 
band presents a series of weekly concerts held in 
beautiful Plant Park for the entertainment of the 
public, especially the winter visitors to Tampa from 
northern states. The concert seasons last for 
approximately four months. 

For the past two years the band has taken part 
in the Orange Bowl Festival at Miami as a representa¬ 
tive of the University of Tampa and of the Gasparilla 
Krewe, an organization composed of the city’s lead¬ 
ing business and professional men which annually 
stages a carnival comparable to the Mardi Gras of 
New Orleans. 

Throughout the entire school year, the University 
band participates in practically every parade given, 
such as the Armistice Day parade, the Gasparilla 
parade, the Shriner's parade, and many others. 

Recently, this band has inaugurated a program 
of cooperation with the local selective service draft 
boards by contributing its time and efforts to cere¬ 
monies held for those citizens who are being sent off 
to army camp to undergo one year of military training. 

Besides the foregoing things, the University of 
Tampa band has made it a general policy to cooperate 
with all local civic organizations in any drive or 
campaign for which it can be of service, rounding out 


a complete and well balanced program of activities 
for an organization of its kind. 

VALUE OF WORK DONE BY THE BAND TO THE UNIVERSITY OF TAMPA 

The University of Tampa Band has been of great 
value to the University in several ways. First, 
it has given the institution favorable publicity 
throughout the state and also many other parts of 
the country by virtue of its concerts, parades, 
and other public appearances. Also, it'lias estab¬ 
lished a spirit of cooperation between the University 
of Tampa and the City of Tampa through the city’s 
leading civic clubs. 

Still another way in which the band has been 
of value to the institution is that it stimulates 
the interest of the students in music, and that 
it forms a practical, integral part of the courses 
in music at the University.

HISTORY AND GENERAL PURPOSES 

Phi Alpha Fraternity was formed as a local honor¬ 
ary fraternity on December 13, 1939, by the charter 
group numbering fourteen members of the University of 
Tampa Band, 

The purposes of Phi Alpha as stated in its consti¬ 
tution are as follows: 

1. To recognize and encourage outstanding talent 
and service in the band, 

2. To aid the director and the administration in 
governing the band and settling its problems. 

3. To provide for forum discussions of problems 
arising in connection with the band, 

4. To stimulate fraternal spirit among the band 
members. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP 

The qualifications for membership in Phi Alpha 
as stated in the constitution are as follows: 

1. Membership shall be restricted to Sophomores, 
Juniors, and Seniors who have attained a 
passing average in academic work, 

2. Membership shall be restricted to members of 
the band. 

3. Transfer students will be eligible for mem¬ 
bership after one semester’s participation 
in band activities, 

4. Membership shall be based on experience, 
talent, and service in band activities. 

ACTIVITIES 

During the short period of its existence, Phi 
Alpha Fraternity has fulfilled its stated purposes 
by striving for better integration of band members, 
perfecting performances, and promoting general 
public appearances of the University of Tampa band. 
Among other diversified activities are occasional 
social functions, some of which are given for the 
entire band.
